Ben speaks: “ A rather interesting week here though not exactly a beachside DX haven. Sunday 
March 8th was a good TA night with 70 frequencies heard from on which were more than a 
handful of the regulars with excellent signals. It was the second night when I noticed the presence 
of a few Portuguese stations, such as Lisbon-1035, that have been scarce. But 2 days later, on the 
10th, all had turned auroreal, and the dial was filled with Colombians, Cubans, Venezuelans and 
the like, and the only strong TA was VOA-Sao Tome-1530. Next night, March 11th, was mainly 
auroreal but produced some good TA signals at the high end from such as VOA-1548, Azores-1566 
and Portugal-1575.”
